people. The county, with a popu- 
lation of 16,000, is one of the 
poorest in the state with a coun- 
ty corporate income of only 
about $15,009 annually, 

“In fact, I'd like to try out a

we could raise. The old Louisiana 
lottery (extant during the last 
eentury) made a lot of money and 
I understand a lottery set up in a 
western state is proving a finan- 
“Poor Man’s Town.” 


Wall went into a long discussion 
of why he thinks poor people 
should have the same gambling 
privileges as the “poker-playing, 
crap-shooting country club set.” 
He described the Pulaski county 
seat, Mound City, as a poor man’s 
town, a “tough little river town,” 
where people have gambled for 
100 years and will continue to 
Ramble. 


Wall was a bit hazy about the 
method of assessing fines. He said 
the gamblers appeared at quar- 
terly intervals before justices of 
the peace John Reid of Mound 
City and Rome England, Mounds 
Negro. He said there had once 
heen an agreement of $15 per slot 
machine at one time but he had 
not arrived at any “scientific” 
method of appraising gambling 


operations for purpose of taxation. | 


Operators are not charged 
with violations of the state gam- 
bling statutes, Wall revealed, be- 
cause that charge carries a cu- 
mulative provision that ends in 
a two-to-four-year prison sen- 
tence for a third offense. 


“That would be a dirty trick,” 
he said, “so we charge them 
with playing for money at a. 
game of chance.” 


Wall appeared proud of the fact 
that he has issued calls for fewer 
grand and petit juries than any o> 
his predecessors, thus saving the 
county thousands of dollars. In a 
check of circuit court records pri- 
or to the interview the reporter 
Jearned there had been no call this 
vear and that Wall has never 
prosecuted a defendant before a 
jury. Asked how many criminal 
cases he had prosecuted before a 
jury, Wall thought a moment, then 
replied: “Very, very few—probably 
none.” 


Eleven criminal indictments are 
pending on the Pulaski Circuit 
Court docket, one dating back to 
May, 1943. The writer called at- 
tention to two manslaughter in- 
dictments returned last October 
against Jimmie Meyers, son of 
gambler L. E. “Satch” Meyers, op- 
erator of Spurr Inn. Young Mey- 
ers was charged with killing a 
mother and daughter at Mound 
City when his automobile ran off 
the read while he was under the 
influence of liquor June 3, 1947.

The CHA has found the process 


of acquiring title to slum proper- 
ties a lengthy one for many rea- 
sons. Appraisal, negotiation, clear- 
ing title, and submitting condem- 
nation suits to juries all take 
time—as long as two years on one 
piece of property. The worst 
bottleneck to rapid action in slum 


clearance is the dearth of rehous-| 


ing for the slum dwellers who are 
displaced when their homes are 
- demolished. 

All types of dwellers are found 
to live in the areas. being 
cleared. They include single 
persons, families with children, 
renters, owners, etc. The prob- 
lems involved in relocation are 
varied. Rehousing of a family 
with children of school age can- 
not be solved in the same way 
as rehousing of bachelors who 
can be relocated in rooms. 

The owner of a slum building 
who also occupies it is not likely 
to accept rehousing calmly. A 
church on a slum site will want 
to preserve its congregation and 
its identity. Many slum dwel- 
lers prefer to stay in neighbor- 
hoods they know instead of mov- 
ing elsewhere, even into new 
housing. 

CHA field workers sighed with 
relief some days ago when the 
Sam Best family, father, mother 
and two youngsters, moved out of 
an ancient brick dwelling at 42 
West 30th street.

A neighbor of the Bests, Mrs.

The importance of the Best 
family and neighbor Kennedy was 
that they were the last remaining 
inhabitants of a six-block area on 
the near South Side selected in 
1945 for an $8,000,000 investment 
in low-rent apartment buildings. 
Now that the last slum tenants 
have departed, and the last of the 
slum buildings have been torn 
down, ground will be broken in 
September for the new model 
housing. 

Careful Planning Necessary. 

The experience of relocating the 
residents of this one site indicates 
the trouble that is in store in con- 
nection with Chicago’s plans for 
large-scale slum clearance. Ap- 
preciable overhead in terms of 
time and ‘money accompanies the 
job. Careful advance sepecion | of 
policy and procedure is required 

First attempts to rehouse people 
from the South Side site, at Twen- 
ty-seventh and State streets, were 
made in 1946 when the Chicago 
Housing Authority began to ac- 
quire the land. The problem was 
tackled in earnest early in 1947 
as soon as construction of the 
project was assured. 

Early relocations were difficult 
to arrange because some of the 
slum tenants felt there was no 
immediate reason for moving. 
Later removals became difficult 
because of the continuing housing 
shortage and the fact that the 
households frequently represented 
unusual cases. 

Intensive search for housing 
in the face of an almost com- 
plete shortage brought hard-won 
results of only three or four 
move-outs a week. The CHA 
utilized all vacancies in its va- 
rious low-rent projects else- 
where. It also resorted to switch- 
ing eligible families from its 
other slum clearance areas into

Many Buildings Demolished. 

When CHA selected the State 
street site in 1945, many of the 
older buildings had been torn 
down, even as in the St. Louis 
slums. At an earlier date the 
area was more built up, but as 
structures were demolished or 
destroyed by fire, it was tound 
unprofitable to replace them be- 
cause of the deterioriation of the 
neighborhood. 

As of 1945, there remained 93 
residential buildings on the site, 
containing 330 dwelling units 
which housed 900 persons. More 
than 70 per cent of the units were 
in need of major repairs or alto- 
gether unfit for use. The vacant 
lots were so much wasteland ex- 
cept for squatter’s shacks. 

Among the 900 residents were 
125 men who made their homes 
at the Hotel Douglas, a decrepit

One View of Offshore Oil 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


_ Being in the electric business, I have 
no direct interest in the oil deposits in 
the tidelands. However, your constant 
stream of articles and editorials on this 
subject, all based on the assumption that 
the Federal Government knows best 
what to do with natural resources, moves 
me to present a different view. 

In the first place, Congress has in- 
dicated the will of the majority of the 
people by passing legislation to the ef- 
fect that the oil in question should he 
turned over to the states. That should 
be enough. Or does the Post-Dispatch 
think that Congress is expressing the 
will of the people only when it extends 
the power of the Federal Government 
instead of limiting it? 

The only reason that I have seen ad- 
vanced by the Post-Dispatch for turn- 
ing all of this oil over to the Federal 
Government is that oil is needed for na- 
tional defense. That oil is needed in 
enormous quantities for the Navy, es- 
pecially, cannot be denied. So the armed 
forces also need productive capacity, 
transportation, and electrical power, but 
I’m sure that the Post-Dispatch would 
not advocate government ownership of 
these facilities even if they were in the 
first stages of development. 

Further, if the safety of the nation 
depended on getting large quantities of 
oil out of the ground in a short time, 
our chances of survival would be much 
better with private industry at the helm. 
Your editorials seem to be based on the 
premise that if the states and private 
interests have control, these resources 
would not be available to the armed 
forces. 

Certainly private oil companies, in 

times of national emergency, supply all 
the oil the Government needs, without 
question. The Government can and 
would ration petroleum products to as- 
sure an adequate supply. 
‘You speak at every opportunity of 
“exploitation” of the tidelands by private 
interests. If that means sale of the oil 
at a profit to the armed forces and oth- 
ers,. there is nothing wrong with “ex- 
ploitation.” You are merely belittling 
the profit motive by your choice of 
words, a faghionable pastime in some 
circles. 

Since our resources from the time of 
the founding of our country have been 
developed, I prefer to call it, and sold 
at a profit by private interests, I see 
nothing so heinous about the same pro- 
cedure being followed with regard to 
the tidelands oil. 

It seems to me that we should have 
a little faith in our capitalistic system, 
which has enabled us to become such a 
rich and powerful nation, instead of 
constantly turning to the Government 
for help on the problems which arise.

Questions for Gov. Green 


Twice upon inauguration as Governor of IIli- 
nois, Dwight Green has solemnly sworn to en- 
force the law. Yet after eight years of his in- 
cumbency, organized, commercial gambling 
flourishes over the state in open defiance of 
the law. It is accompanied by gang wars, pistol- 
whippings, murder, bribery and official cor- 
ruption on a scale rarely known even in IIli- 
nois. Dwight Green knows this and does not 
raise his hand. . 

Four stories published in a single issue of the 
Post-Dispatch show how flagrantly the law is 
flouted and broken. One story told how a rep- 
resentative committees of 25 Protestant clergy- 
men in Springfield, after having been refused 
opportunity to protest personally to the Gov- 
ernor, has written him charging 


alarming indications of gang activity in this 
and other cities of the state and mounting 
evidence of widespread political corruption 
and involvement of public officials. . .. It 
is well known that the state police have 
power, if so ordered, to enforce any jaws 
of the state in any part of the state. 


A second story, from Cairo, told of cgmmer- 

cial gambling under official protection in Alex- 
ander and Pulaski counties, at the southern tip 
of the state. The story told of politics, pay-offs, 
shootings, a killing, and ineffectual protests by 
ministers and other citizens against. conditions 
contributing to the delinquency of children. 
- Another story told of the evidence of bribery 
and murder laid before the grand jury at\Peoria 
in its investigation of the slaying of Bernie 
Shelton. One cringing gangster, apparently a 
stool pigeon planted in the Shelton mob by a 
rival outlaw, appeared at the courthouse under 
an escort composed about equally of sheriff's 
deputies and his own bodyguards. 

As a climax, there was a story from Spring- 
field showing that federal taxes are paid in 
Illinois on 7784 slot machines, evidence on 
any one of which could be obtained by any 
state official pufficiently interested to walk from 
the State Capitol to the office of the Internal 
Revenue Collector for Illinois. More than a 
hundred of the places operating slot machines 
are situated in Sangamon County, where Gov. 
Green maintains his residence. 

Gov. Green’s biography in Who's Who, which 
he approved, says that as special assistant to 
the U. S. District Attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois he : 


conducted prosecutions for the U. S. against 
notorious gangsters and against public of- 
ficeholders charged with acceptance of 
bribes and graft. 

If Mr. Green was a crusader against gang- 


sters and corrupt office holders in the late 20s 
and early 30s, what has happened to him since? 

Has he allowed himself to become prisoner 
of a political machine that flourishes on the 
graft paid by gangsters to corrupt officeholders? 

If not, why does he fail to execute his oath 
to enforce the law? Why does he not order the 
Superintendent of State Police, Harry Curtis, 
to move on the illegal gambling joints, casinos 
and “palaces” that dot the state? Why does he 
not bring pressure on State Attorney General 
George F. Barrett to abandon his pose of in- 
sufficient authority and put the gambling rack- 
eteers out of business? ; 

Toleration of lawlessness and corruption in 
one field blunts the conscience and dulls the 
initiative to act in the public interést elsewhere. 

For example: Gov. Green has descended from 
a crusader against gangsters and bribe-takers to 
a tolerator of gangsters and bribe-takers. He 
has descended from an ardent champion of mine 
safety to an attitude of insufficient action in the 
face of the worst mine disaster Illinois has seen 
in 38 years. 

His solemn pledge to enforce “rigidly and 
thoroughly” all “laws protecting the health, 
safety and lives of thesmen employed in the 
mines” has gone the same way as his pledge to 
enforce other laws. 

If at this late stage, in the midst of a cam- 
paign for re-election, Gov. Green can redeem 
himself at all, he can do so only by ordering 
the full, effective and lasting enforcement of 
the laws against gambling and for the punish- 
ment of grafting officials. The time for evasion 
is long past. 
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Mr. Darst Is Fed Up 


Joseph M. Darst has resigned as eastern Mis- 
souri director for the FHA. FHA is the heart 
of current federal housing policy and he does 
not think it is enough. He is “thoroughly dis- 
gusted” because the Eightieth Congress “made 
no adequate provision for rental housing for 
low-income groups.” 

This expression darkens the romantic pic- 
ture which has been painted of the FHA and 
the Housing Act of 1948. They are represented 
as reducing costs, yet there is no low-cost 
housing. The new law merely underwrites long- 
term mortgages with smaller down payments, 
which does not reduce real costs but tends to 
inflate them. 

FHA is supposed to protect buyers but re- 
peated happenings like the veterans’ housing 
swindles in California and elsewhere cast doubts 
on its diligence. It is praised for bringing down 
interest rates but Charles Abrams, a searching 
critic, shows that the FHA 442 per cent is too 
high on insured mortgages that are almost as 
safe as Treasury bonds. | 

Like other bureaus before it, FHA has be- 
come the creature of the industry with which 
it deals, relegating its public service functions 
to an incidental role. We do not know exactly 
how much of this particular indictment Mr. 
Darst agrees with, but he is fed up with the 
underlying policy.

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Good, as Far as It Goes 

The Federal Reserve Board, we think, wins 
its argument with the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation over the need for the credit controls 
voted at the special session of Congress. It 1s 
true that the volume of retail credit, on either 
open or installment accounts. is considerably 
lower in proportion to consumer income than 
it was prewar. But before the war there was 
no lack of goods to purchase. Now that any in- 


crease in credit heightens the bidding for an — 


insufficient supply of goods, the need for con- 
trols seems hardly to need arguing. 
Nevertheless, limitation of consumer credit 
is not a primary or adequate weapon for fight- 
ing inflation. The approximately five billion 
dollars by which installment credit has in- 
creased since the beginning of 1946 is less than 


one-third the increase in credit which has re- 


sulted from loans and investments of commer- 
cial banks, exclusive of Treasury obligations. 
The swift creation of private credit through 
the banking system is, as Marriner Eccles con- 
stantly points out, the chief controllable ele- 
ment in inflation. In December, 1947, Mr. Eccles 
proposed special measures to restrict the lend- 
ing capacity of banks. He particularly urged 
higher requirements for reserves against loans. 
President Truman declined to support the 
Eccles proposals, and Mr. Eccles was demoted 


_as head of the Federal Reserve System. This re- 


fusal to extend the fiscal and monetary control 
system launched by President Wilson in the 
Federal Reserve Banking system is one thing 
which lies at the base of our trouble. 

Neither President Truman nor the Republi- 
can leaders have been willing so far to take the 
necessary action. This situation points up the 
need for the creation of a bi-partisan commit- 
tee to frame a joint, effective policy to control 


‘inflation just as there is a bi-partisan foreign 


policy to give unity and force in the cold war 
against Russia. 
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Russia Prefers the Fiction 

The gravest thing about the Russian reac- 
tion in the school teachers’ case is not that 
Moscow disagrees. 

It is not even the retaliation by closing Sov- 
jet consulates in this country and the United 
States consulate in Russia. 

What is much more serious is the growing 
evidence that the Russian Government either 
does not want to know the facts or that, if it 
does know them, it rejects them in favor of a 
fiction of the crudest sort. 

If Russia persists in such a course, how can 
agreements be arrived at between the two coun- 
tries, not only in the Kosenkina-Samarine cases, 
but in other disagreements that arise? The very 
first step toward agreement is discovery and 
acceptance of the facts. 
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Protection for the Riverfront 


The riverfront national park will suffer un- 
less adjoining private property is designed for 
harmonizing architecture and uses. Therefore, 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial As- 
sociation has asked the City Plan Commission 
10 give a narrow strip along the park special 
status in the proposed new zoning ordinance.

Though crusades against ideas always fail, the attempt 1s being 
made once more against a Red “heresy” that has no real force in 
this country; the price is “intellectual vacuums which fear and 
hatred hasten to fill; that is the sense in which we are in danger.”

History is often referred to as “The Great 
Teacher.” She may have earned the title 
by her skillful use of the pedagogical de- 
vice of repetition, and by the clarity and 
cogency of her demonstrations, but where 
is that essential mark of the successful 
teacher, the pupils who apply what they 
have been taught? 

Some of the frequently repeated lessons 
of history lie in the field of ideas—ideas 
considered dangerous because they chal- 
lenge accepted institutions and beliefs. The 
response of established authority is always 
the same: Suppress these ideas. Hunt 
down the scandalous persons who hold 
them. Warn the public. Drive the wolves 


from the flock. The public becomes terri-, 


fied, and the hunt is on. 

Ideas are like a non-filterable virus: 
they divide and conquer. At first known 
only to a few, they soon are on everybody’s 
lips. The hue and cry has attracted wide 
attention to them. 


Scared Into Thought Control 


If it lasts long enough they may be driv- 
en underground, but they emerge later, 
possibly in changed form, but no less dan- 
gerous. Sometimes by relentless pressure 
an area has been kept uninfected for a long 
period, but in the atmosphere engenderéd 
by persecution no ideas can grow, and the 
region remains sterile, an enclave of back- 
wardness. 

The pattern is today taking the shape 
of the Red Menace. The popular mood 
has been thus appraised: “The consensus 
in the country today is that we can no 
longer afford to let people think as they 
choose.” In other words, we are so afraid 
of Communism that we abandon our tra- 
dition of freedom. 

Those who preach this peril are afraid 
of a set of ideas—just as were those who 
tried to wipe out the early Christians, the 
Waldenses, the Lollards, the Anabaptists, 
Roman Catholics, Mormons, Abolitionists. 
Each of these groups in its day was atig- 
matized as a threat to society. 

Now it is the Communists who are ene- 
mies of society. Like some of those earlier 
groups, the Communists hold out the pos- 
sibility of a world in which none will he 
poor and all will he free. 
about how this brave new world could be 
built are tied up in such a web of Marxian 
dogma that they can make no progress ex- 
cept in a society where standards of liv- 
ing are depressed below anything conceiv- 
able to Americans. 


Ignoring the Free Tradition 


They do not and cannot carry convic- 
tion in this country. Even among our most 
extreme depressed group, the Negroes, their 
campaign has been a notable failure. Fear 
of Communism here. has no basis in fact, 
unless it is tied up with a fear that So- 
viet Russia will try to force its system 
upon us by armed might. . 

The question now is whether we can af- 
ford the price of heresy-hunting. The price 
is higher than we think, Techniques have 


‘changed since history's earlier lessons in 


this grim fact, — 

We are not invited to the spectacle of a 
Communist being burned at the stake or 
thrown to the lions. Instead, we are asked

to look on while individuals are deprived 


of their means of livelihood and their pos- . 


sibilities of usefulness to society. 

The Taft-Hartley and Smith Acts and the 
Mundt-Nixon bill embody not only the doc- 
trine of guilt by association but the doc- 
trine that citizens may be deprived of im- 
portant rights for holding certain opin- 
ions. We have seen official investigators 
persuade the movie industry to “purge” it- 
self of men whose sole offense was to re- 
fuse to answer questions as to their politi- 
eal affiliations. 


Reaction in the Saddle 


The price of heresy-hunting is the crea- 
tion of intellectual vacuums which fear and 
hatred hasten to fill. In the atmasphere of 
persecution, speculation which might be 
fruitful dies unuttered on the tongue. 

The United States is one of the great 
powers today partly because of its natural 
resources but chiefly because the Ameri- 
can tradition of freedom has allowed every- 
one to contribute his ideas to the common 
store. Some of the most useful Americans 
come from families that left Europe to es- 
cape death or persecution because of their 
revolutionary opinions, When flurries of 
fear have led to efforts to suppress ideas, 
we have always been brought to our senses 
by the efforts of citizens true to the tra- 
dition of freedom. 

Today, we have reached one of these 
danger spots. Men who hold to the prin- 
ciple of authority, who in their hearts fear 
the democratic tradition, have the public 
ear, And these men insist that “non- 
sense” about freedom from want and free- 
dom from fear must be swept out as so 
much rubbish. 

We seem to be preparing to demonstrate 
that one of history’s greatest lessons is 
still unlearned, perhaps the most tragic 
demonstration ever made. That is the 
sense in which we are in danger. 


A Premium on Mediocrity 


The current efforts to suppress Commu- 
nism—if history is a guide—will not suc- 
ceed, In this country it may be forced 
underground, where its activities cannot 
be followed and estimated. 

Persecution’s usual effects on intellectual 
activity are already observable. The Gov- 
ernment is finding it difficult to persuade 
competent scientists to fill essential posi- 
tions in view of the number of men and 
women who have been dropped on evi- 
dence suppliéd by the FBI. Conformity 
and mediocrity are valued above vision. 

The threat of world chaos demands the 
mobilization of American intellectua] re- 
sources as well as material resources. This 
is not the time to embark on a witch hunt 
which will serve to seal the lips and blind 
the eyes of any American who can see be- 
yond the mists of partisanship and through 
the fog of prejudice. It is the time to 
shake off the dread of creeping bogeys 
and face our destiny. 

It is not in our tradition to walk with 
fear.

Between Book Ends 


" ‘ 
A Waning Talent 
SAC PRAIRIE PEOPLE, by August Derleth. 

& Lee. Sauk City, Wis., 322 Pages, $3.00.) 

Undoubtedly the most prolific fiction 
writer in America today, August Derleth is 
also one of the least cautious. From his 
citadel on the banks of the Wisconsin river 
near Sauk City, Derleth has now published 
around 60 books—poetry, novels, short story 
collections, mysteries, biographies, anthol- 
ogies, and weird and supernatural fiction 
in all sizes. Yet he is only 40, and that 
number of published titles ranks him with 
Dumas and Upton Sinclair. 

Unfortunately, Derleth’s literary stature 
shortens with each new title, his promise 
dims. Being endowed with the ability to 
write with both hands at once, cannot shut 
out the fact that his few original themes 
have long since been drained off, that the 
talent that once caused Sinclair Lewis and 
John T. Frederick, among others, to call 
him “America’s most promising young 
writer” has drowned in a torrent of words, 
and the style once so fresh and unique is 
now spread thinly out into meaningless and 
repetitive prose. Sinclair Lewis more re- 
cently commented on Derleth that though 
at 18 Derleth had “unlimited promise,” he 
has done little to develop it since, and has 
learned nothing as a craftsman. 

“Sac Prairie People,” from the presses 
of one of his own publishing houses (he 
runs three himself), is decked out with the 
same Derlethian characters present in all 
his novels, laid against the same Wiscon- 
sin background, and the view is all too 
familiar.

One View of Offshore Oil 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


_ Being in the electric business, I have 
no direct interest in the oil deposits in 
the tidelands. However, your constant 
stream of articles and editorials on this 
subject, all based on the assumption that 
the Federal Government knows best 
what to do with natural resources, moves 
me to present a different view. 

In the first place, Congress has in- 
dicated the will of the majority of the 
people by passing legislation to the ef- 
fect that the oil in question should he 
turned over to the states. That should 
be enough. Or does the Post-Dispatch 
think that Congress is expressing the 
will of the people only when it extends 
the power of the Federal Government 
instead of limiting it? 

The only reason that I have seen ad- 
vanced by the Post-Dispatch for turn- 
ing all of this oil over to the Federal 
Government is that oil is needed for na- 
tional defense. That oil is needed in 
enormous quantities for the Navy, es- 
pecially, cannot be denied. So the armed 
forces also need productive capacity, 
transportation, and electrical power, but 
I’m sure that the Post-Dispatch would 
not advocate government ownership of 
these facilities even if they were in the 
first stages of development. 

Further, if the safety of the nation 
depended on getting large quantities of 
oil out of the ground in a short time, 
our chances of survival would be much 
better with private industry at the helm. 
Your editorials seem to be based on the 
premise that if the states and private 
interests have control, these resources 
would not be available to the armed 
forces. 

Certainly private oil companies, in 

times of national emergency, supply all 
the oil the Government needs, without 
question. The Government can and 
would ration petroleum products to as- 
sure an adequate supply. 
‘You speak at every opportunity of 
“exploitation” of the tidelands by privaie 
interests. If that means sale of the oil 
at a profit to the armed forces and oth- 
ers,. there is nothing wrong with “ex- 
ploitation.” You are merely belittling 
the profit motive by your choice of 
words, a faghionable pastime in some 
circles. ‘ 

Since our resources from the time of 
the founding of our country have been 
developed, I prefer to call it, and sold 
at a profit by private interests, I see 
‘nothing so heinous about the same pro- 
cedure being followed with regard to 
the tidelands oil. 

It seems to me that we should havg 
a little faith in our capitalistic system, 
which has enabled us to become such a 
rich and powerful nation, instead of 
constantly turning to the Government 
for help on the problems which arise.

Questions for Gov. Green 


Twice upon inauguration as Governor of IIli- 
nois, Dwight Green has solemnly sworn to en- 
force the law. Yet after eight years of his in- 
eumbency, organized, commercial gambling 
flourishes over the state in open defiance of 
the law. It is accompanied by gang wars, pistol- 
whippings, murder, bribery and official cor- 
ruption on a scale rarely known even in IIli- 
nois. Dwight Green knows this and does not 
raise his hand. ' 

Four stories published in a single issue of the 
Post-Dispatch show how flagrantly the law is 
flouted and broken. One story told how a rep- 
resentative committee of 25 Protestant clergy- 
men in Springfield, after having been refused 
opportunity to protest personally to the Gov- 
ernor, has written him charging 


alarming indications of gang activity in this 
and other cities of the state and mounting 
evidence of widespread political corruption 
and involvement of public officials. . . . It 
is well known that the state police have 
power, if so ordered, to enforce any jaws 
of the state in any part of the state. 


A second story, from Cairo, told of commer- 

cial gambling under official protection in Alex- 
ander and Pulaski counties, at the southern tip 
of the state. The story told of politics, pay-offs, 
shootings, a killing, and ineffectual protests by 
ministers and other citizens against. conditions 
contributing to the delinquency of children. 
- Another story told of the evidence of bribery 
and murder laid before the grand jury at\Peoria 
in its investigation of the slaying of Bernie 
Shelton. One cringing gangster, apparently a 
stool pigeon planted in the Shelton mob by a 
rival outlaw, appeared at the courthouse under 
an escort composed about equally of sheriff's 
deputies and his own bodyguards. 

As a climax, there was a story from Spring- 
field showing that federal taxes are paid in 
Illinois on 7784 slot machines, evidence on 
any one of which could be obtained by any 
state official pufficiently interested to walk from 
the State Capitol to the office of the Internal 
Revenue Collector for Illinois. More than a 
hundred of the places operating slot machines 
are situated in Sangamon County, where Gov. 
Green maintains his residence. 

Gov. Green’s biography in Who's Who, which 
he approved, says that as special assistant to 
the U. S. District Attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois he - 


conducted prosecutions for the U. S. against 
notorious gangsters and against public of- 
ficeholders charged with acceptance of 
bribes and graft. 

If Mr. Green was a crusader against gang- 


sters and corrupt office holders in the late 20s 
and early 30s, what has happened to him since? 

Has he allowed himself to become prisoner 
of a political machine that flourishes on the 
graft paid by gangsters to corrupt officeholders? 

If not, why does he fail to execute his oath 
to enforce the law? Why does he not order the 
Superintendent of State Police, Harry Curtis, 
to move on the illegal gambling joints, casinos 
and “palaces” that dot the state? Why does he 
not bring pressure on State Attorney General 
George F. Barrett to abandon his pose of in- 
sufficient authority and put the gambling rack- 
eteers out of business? | 

Toleration of lawlessness and corruption in 
one field blunts the conscience and dulls the 
initiative to act in the public interést elsewhere. 

For example: Gov. Green has descended from 
a crusader against gangsters and bribe-takers to 
a tolerator of gangsters and bribe-takers. He 
has descended from an ardent champion of mine 
safety to an attitude of insufficient action in the 
face of the worst mine disaster Illinois has seen 
in 38 years. 

His solemn pledge to enforce “rigidly and 
thoroughly” all “laws protecting the health, 
safety and lives of theemen employed in the 
mines” has gone the same way as his pledge to 
enforce other laws. 

If at this late stage, in the midst of a cam- 
paign for re-election, Gov. Green can redeem 
himself at all, he can do so only by ordering 
the full, effective and lasting enforcement of 
the laws against gambling and for the punish- 
ment of grafting officials. The time for evasion 
is long past. 


Mr. Darst Is Fed Up 


Joseph M. Darst has resigned as eastern Mis- 
souri director for the FHA. FHA is the heart 
of current federal housing policy and he does 
not think it is enough. He is “thoroughly dis- 
gusted” because the Eightieth Congress “made 
no adequate provision for rental housing for 
low-income groups.” 

This expression darkens the romantic pic- 
ture which has been painted of the FHA and 
the Housing Act of 1948. They are represented 
as reducing costs, yet there is no low-cost 
housing. The new law merely underwrites long- 
term mortgages with smaller down payments, 
which does not reduce real costs but tends to 
inflate them. , 

FHA is supposed to protect buyers but re- 
peated happenings like the veterans’ housing 
swindles in California and elsewhere cast doubts 
on its diligence. It is praised for bringing down 
interest rates but Charles Abrams, a searching 
critic, shows that the FHA 412 per cent is too 
high on insured mortgages that are almost as 
safe as Treasury bonds. 

Like other bureaus before it, FHA has be- 
come the creature of the industry with which 
it deals, relegating its public service functions 
to an incidental role. We do not know exactly 
how much of this particular indictment Mr. 
Darst agrees with, but he is fed up with the 
underlying policy. Some day the American peo- 
ple are also going to be fed up. 
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Hats Off to a Test Pilot 


Carl A. Bellinger, chief experimental test 
pilot for Republic Aviation Corporation, bailed 
out when his plane failed him last Monday over 
the Atlantic ocean close to Long Island. He 
leaped from 12,000 feet and fell into the water 
where he was picked up 30 minutes later as he 
greeted two young men in a dory with a non- 
chalant “Hi there.” 

Test pilots have jumped many times before 
and will continue to jump. For some the first 
jump is the last, the finis. That’s what a test 
pilot can expect, the man in the street says. 
He views the test pilot as a nervy chap who 
makes a pretty good living. It is high pay if 
figured by flying hours and without considering 
long minutes spent in close flirtation with 
eternity. | 

But it seems the job is getting harder. Things 
can happen faster now that jet planes streak 
through the air, sometimes faster than the 
speed of sound. Take Bellinger’s case. The New 

_ York Times’ account says Bellinger parachuted 
“a split.second before an F-84 Thunderjet he 


was testing at 500 miles an hour disintegrated.” 


According to his accident report, after he found 


“the plane was not functioning properly” he de-__ 


cided to bail out to avoid hazards of fire, ex- 
plosion or crash landing. Doctors said he was 
badly }ruised and had numerous face and body 
cuts and welts from being bumped about in 
the fighter’s cockpit before he could jump. 
Because Bellinger was testing new instruments 
op an experimental flight, seeurity restrictions 
prevented a full explanation of the accident. 
What he, the makers and Army learned may 
be of great importance in the continued success 
of the Thunderjet model. Test pilots like Bel- 
linger, risking their necks to get the “bugs” out 
of a plane, are essential to the advancement of 
aviation. Hats off to Bellinger and many more 
happy landings whether he lands on wheels 


and under canopy or on heels ahd under silk. 
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Good, as Far as It Goes 

The Federal Reserve Board, we think, wins 
its argument with the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation over the need for the credit controls 
voted at the special session of Congress. It 1s 
true that the volume of retail credit, on either 
open or installment accounts. is considerably 
lower in proportion to consumer income than 
it was prewar. But before the war there was 
no lack of goods to purchase. Now that any in- 
crease in credit heightens the bidding for an 
insufficient supply of goods, the need for con- 
trols seems hardly to need arguing. 

Nevertheless, limitation of consumer credit 
is not a primary or adequate weapon for fight- 
ing inflation. The approximately five billion 
dollars by which installment credit has in- 
creased since the beginning of 1946 is less than 


one-third the increase in credit which has re- 


sulted from loans and investments of commer- 
cial banks, exclusive of Treasury obligations. 
The swift creation of private credit through 
the banking system is, as Marriner Eccles con- 
stantly points out, the chief controllable ele- 
ment in inflation. In December, 1947, Mr. Eecles 
proposed special measures to restrict the lend- 
ing capacity of banks. He particularly urged 
higher requirements for reserves against loans. 
President Truman declined to support the 
Eccles proposals, and Mr. Eccles was demoted 


_as head of the Federal Reserve System. This re- 


fusal to extend the fiscal and monetary control 
system launched by President Wilson in the 
Federal Reserve Banking system is one thing 
which lies at the base of our trouble. 

Neither President Truman nor the Republi- 
can leaders have been willing so far to take the 
necessary action. This situation points up the 
need for the creation of a bi-partisan commit- 
tee to frame a joint, effective policy to control 
inflation just as there is a bi-partisan foreign 
policy to give unity and force in the cold war 
against Russia. 
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Russia Prefers the Fiction 


The gravest thing about the Russian reac- 
tion in the school teachers’ case is not that 
Moscow disagrees. 

It is not even the retaliation by closing Sov- 
jet consulates in this country and the United 
States consulate in Russia. 

What is much more serious is the growing 
evidence that the Russian Government either 
does not want to know the facts or that, if it, 
does know them, it rejects them in favor of a 
fiction of the crudest sort. 

If Russia persists in such a course, how can 
agreements be arrived at. between the two coun- 
tries, not only in the Kosenkina-Samarine cases, 
but in other disagreements that arise? The very 
first step toward agreement is discovery and 
acceptance of the facts. 
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Protection for the Riverfront 


The riverfront national park will suffer un- 
less adjoining private property is designed for 
harmonizing architecture and uses. Therefore, 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial As- 
sociation has asked the City Plan Commission 
to give a narrow strip along the park special 
status in the proposed new zoning ordinance. 

Eero Saarinen’s approved arch and ground 
plan, these sponsors of the park reasonably 
argue, create “a new zone in the bordering area 
that has no counterpart in this city.” Obviously, 
jukebox store fronts would be most undesirable 
if they faced the new riverfront.

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Dixiecrat Art

Though crusades against ideas always fail, the attempt 1s being 
made once more against a Red “heresy” that has no real force in 
this country; the price is “intellectual vacuums which fear and 
hatred hasten to fill; that is the sense in which we are in danger.”

History is often referred to as “The Great 
Teacher.” She may have earned the title 
by her skillful use of the pedagogical de- 
vice of repetition, and by the clarity and 
cogency of her demonstrations, but where 
is that essential mark of the successful 
teacher, the pupils who apply what they 
have been taught? 

Some of the frequently repeated lessons 
of history lie in the field of ideas—ideas 
considered dangerous because they chal- 
lenge accepted institutions and beliefs. The 
response of established authority is always 
the same: Suppress these ideas. Hunt 
down the scandalous persons who hold 
them. Warn the public. Drive the wolves 


from the flock. The public becomes terri-, 


fied, and the hunt is on. 

Ideas are like a non-filterable virus: 
they divide and conquer. At first known 
only to a few, they soon are on everybody's 
lips. The hue and cry has attracted wide 
attention to them. 


Scared Into Thought Control 


If it lasts long enough they may be driv- 
en underground, but they emerge later, 
possibly in changed form, but no less dan- 
gerous. Sometimes by relentless pressure 
an area has been kept uninfected for a long 
period, but in the atmosphere engenderéd 
by persecution no ideas can grow, and the 
region remains sterile, an enclave of back- 
wardness. 

The pattern is today taking the shape 
of the Red Menace. The popular mood 
has been thus appraised: “The consensus 
in the country today is that we can no 
longer afford to let people think as they 
choose.” In other words, we are so afraid 
of Communism that we abandon our tra- 
dition of freedom. 

Those who preach this peril are afraid 
of a set of ideas—just as were those who 
tried to wipe out the early Christians, the 
Waldenses, the Lollards, the Anabaptists, 
Roman Catholics, Mormons, Abolitionists. 
Each of these groups in its day was atig- 
matized as a threat to society. 

Now it is the Communists who are ene- 
mies of society. Like some of those earlier 
groups, the Communists hold out the pos- 
sibility of a world in which none will he 
poor and all will he free. 
about how this brave new world could be 
built are tied up in such a web of Marxian 
dogma that they can make no progress ex- 
cept in a society where standards of liv- 
ing are depressed below anything conceiv- 
able to Americans. 


Ignoring the Free Tradition 


They do not and cannot carry convic- 
tion in this country. Even among our most 
extreme depressed group, the Negroes, their 
campaign has been a notable failure. Fear 
of Communism here. has no basis in fact, 
unless it is tied up with a fear that So- 
viet Russia will try to force its system 
upon us by armed might. . 

The question now is whether we can af- 
ford the price of heresy-hunting. The price 
is higher than we think. Techniques have 


‘changed since history's earlier lessons in 


this grim fact. 

We are not invited to the spectacle of a 
Communist being burned at the stake or 
thrown to the lions. Instead, we are asked

to look on while individuals are deprived 


of their means of livelihood and their pos- . 


sibilities of usefulness to society. 

The Taft-Hartley and Smith Acts and the 
Mundt-Nixon bill embody not only the doc- 
trine of guilt by association but the doc- 
trine that citizens may be deprived of im- 
portant rights for holding certain opin- 
ions. We have seen official investigators 
persuade the movie industry to “purge” it- 
self of men whose sole offense was to re- 
fuse to answer questions as to their politi- 
eal affiliations. 


Reaction in the Saddle 


The price of heresy-hunting is the crea- 
tion of intellectual vacuums which fear and 
hatred hasten to fill. In the atmosphere of 
persecution, speculation which might be 
fruitful dies unuttered on the tongue. 

The United States is one of the great 
powers today partly because of its natural 
resources but chiefly because the Ameri- 
can tradition of freedom has allowed every- 
one to contribute his ideas to the common 
store. Some of the most useful Americans 
come from families that left Europe to es- 
cape death or persecution because of their 
revolutionary opinions, When flurries of 
fear have led to efforts to suppress ideas, 
we have always been brought to our senses 
by the efforts of citizens true to the tra- 
dition of freedom. 

Today, we have reached one of these 
danger spots. Men who hold to the prin- 
ciple of authority, who in their hearts fear 
the democratic tradition, have the public 
ear. And these men insist that “non- 
sense” about freedom from want and free- 
dom from fear must be swept out as so 
much rubbish. 

We seem to be preparing to demonstrate 
that one of history’s greatest lessons is 
still unlearned, perhaps the most tragic 
demonstration ever made. That is the 
sense in which we are in danger. 


A Premium on Mediocrity 


The current efforts to suppress Commu- 
nism—if history is a guide—will not suc- 
ceed, In this country it may be forced 
underground, where its activities cannot 
be followed and estimated. 

Persecution’s usual effects on intellectual 
activity are already observable. The Gov- 
ernment is finding it difficult to persuade 
competent scientists to fill essential posi- 
tions in view of the numbef of men and 
women who have been dropped on evi- 
dence suppliéd by the FBI. Conformity 
and mediocrity are valued above vision. 

The threat of world chaos demands the 
mobilization of American intellectua] re- 
sources as well ag material resources. This 
is not the time to embark on a witch hunt 
which will serve to seal the lips and blind 
the eyes of any American who can see be- 
yond the mists of partisanship and through 
the fog of prejudice.

Between Book Ends 


A Waning Talent 
SAC PRAIRIE PEOPLE, by August Derleth. 

& Lee. Sauk City, Wis., 322 Pages, $3.00.) 

Undoubtedly the most prolific fiction 
writer in America today, August Derleth is 
also one of the least cautious. From his 
citadel on the banks of the Wisconsin river 
near Sauk City, Derleth has now published 
around 60 books—poetry, novels, short story 
collections, mysteries, biographies, anthol- 
ogies, and weird and supernatural fiction 
in all sizes. Yet he is only 40, and that 
number of published titles ranks him with 
Dumas and Upton Sinclair. 

Unfortunately, Derleth’s literary stature 
shortens with each new title, his promise 
dims, Being endowed with the ability to 
write with both hands at once, cannot shut 
out the fact that his few original themes 
have long since been drained off, that the 
talent that once caused Sinclair Lewis and 
John T. Frederick, among others, to call 
him “America’s most promising young 
writer” has drowned in a torrent of words, 
and the style once so fresh and unique is 
now spread thinly out into meaningless and 
repetitive prose. Sinclair Lewis more re- 
cently commented on Derleth that though 
at 18 Derleth had “unlimited promise,” he 
has done little to develop it since, and has 
learned nothing as a craftsman. 

“Sac Prairie People,” from the presses 
of one of his own publishing houses (he 
runs three himself), is decked out with the 
same Derlethian characters present in all 
his novels, laid against the same Wiscon- 
sin background, and the view is all too 
familiar. His women are, as ever—neu- 
rotic malcontents, living sordid, shabby 
lives in an atmosphere of fear and Freud- 
ian degradation. Never, to my memory; has 
Derleth actually created a desirable wom- 
an character, unless one would consider 
that he once wrote a biography about a 
Wisconsin colleague, Zona Gale who was 
altogether an admirable woman. Each 
book presents the same carbon—in charac- 
ters, in plot, in development. His people 
are all the same—their eyes are the same 
color, their voices the same depth, their 

minds the same 
weary circles of con- 
fusion. 

But the dreary 
sameness does not 
end there—Derleth’s 
verbal equipment has 
also simmered down 
to a few stock

Reading a new Der- 

leth book is like seeing a western movie—

August Derleth again shows how fron- 
clusively he typifies the most dangerous 
trend in American publishing—the meth- 
odical commercialization of talents that 
could have been developed into major lit- 
erary forces, but which ended their de- 
velopment early and acquired the knack 
of effortless, repetition of a familiar pat- 
tern. He stands above all other American 
writers as the successful manufacturer of 
prose, guarding his paper mills with the 
science of a word magician; controlling his 
production with an expert market eye, and 
oiling his machinery’ with only proven 
lubricants to produce safe products.

Paliticians’ Promises. 


The vast ou aa power 
‘system is either built or in pro- 
ms of being built. That is a fact 
which no one can dispute. Almost 
every politician professes to be 
in favor of public power. When 
Gov. Dewey and Harold Stassen 
toured this state in the primary 
campaign, they promised to put 
dams over every housewife’s 
kitchen sink. 

But what is to be done with 
this vast reservoir of power is 
something else again. This is a 
question that touches high politics 
both in Government and industry. 

Congress created the Bonneville 
Power Administration to dis- 
tribute the power generated at 
Bonneville Dam built by the Army 
Engineers. Grand Coulee Dam, 
twice as big, was built by the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation. By executive 
order . of President Roosevelt, 
power from Coulee also was 
turned over to the Bonneville Ad- 
ministration for sale and distribu- 
tion. 


Consumers’ Benefits. 


The Bonneville Power Act pro- 
vides that the benefits of low- 
cost power are to be passed on 
to the individual consumer. Vot- 
ers in a number of communities 
have banded together, formed 
utility districts and these districts 
have voted to acquire the dis- 
tributing facilities of private 
companies. 

Using Bonneville’s cheap power, 
they have one of the lowest power 
rates in the country. It is so low

The Bonneville Administration 
has been under attack from vari- 
ous sources with private utflities 
believed to be the guiding force 
back ‘of most of these attacks. 
Henry P. Carstensen, head of the 
Washington State Grange, de- 
nounces Bonneville and argues 
for a state power authority which 
would oust the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The private utilities argue that 
the Government should sell its 
power at the bus bar, which is the 
engineer’s term for the point at 
which the power leaves the gener- 
ators and passes onto the high 
lines. The Idaho Power Co. re- 
cently applied for a permit to- 
build a power line across public 
lands. This is believed to be a 
move to block a Government line 
from McNary Dam when it is 
completed and thus stop the exten- 
sion of the Bonneville system. 


Dewey Is Vague. 


Where does Dewey stand on this 
question vital to the Northwest? 
While he has never said so def- 
initely, it is believed here that he 
favors taking the Government out 
of the distribution end of the 
power business, 

But if that is to be the policy, 
then many people here want to 
know who is to get the benefits 
of the great Government projects. 
Will they go in larger profits to 
the utilities instead of lower rates 
to the consumer? 

The private power executive is 
likely to answer that the consumer 
will get protection from state util- 
ity commissions. That, however, 
is no answer here in the North- 
west where the public is well in- 
formed on the power issue and 
aware of the failures of state 
regulatory bodies.

American Delegate to Am- 
sterdam Assembly Cites Con- 
cern for Co-operation. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 26 (AP)— 
The growing movement for world- 
wide Christian unity will have the 
support of a majority of Ameri- 
can churches, a United States 
churchman declared today. 

There is “rising concern for co- 
operation and ecumenical aa 
wide) fellowship” in erican 
churches today, said the Rev. Dr. 
Samuel McCrea Cavert of New 
York, in a paper prepared’ for a 
visitors” conference in conjunction 
with the assembly of the World 
Council of Churches. 

“That this concern for unity 
should exist and be gaining in 
strength is all the more remark- 
able in view of our historic em- 
phasis for freedom and diversity,” 
said Dr. Cavert, who is general 
secretary of. the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, 
and a consultant at the World 
Council of Churches. 

*He said that although there are 
church groups in the United 
States in which the sectarian 
spirit is marked, the outlook for 
a world church has begun to cap- 
ture the imagination and loyalty 
in most American churches. 

“Although the United States has 
been the scene of the greatest va- 
riety of Christian bodies,” Dr. 
Cavert continued, “it has been a 
pioneer in inter-church co-opera- 
tion. Perhaps the very fact of 
multiplicity of denominations has 
compelled us to give more atten- 
tion to offsetting the handicaps of 
a gravely divided state.” 

Neither the Roman Catholic nor 
the Russian churches are repre- 
sented here, nor are the Southern 
Baptist Convention of the United 
States and the Missouri Synod of 
the Lutheran Church. 

The World Council itself con- 


‘tinued secret deliberations on the 


Christian stand toward such con- 
troversial questions as Commu- 
nism, pacifism and Palestine. 

The assembly was divided into 
four separate sections for these 
deliberations. The sections will 
prepare reports which will be 
considered at a later plenary ses- 
sion of the full assembly.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP) 


—American schools should teach 


that war—even against Commu- 
nism—is not inevitable, the Na- 
tional Education Association said 
today. The association said it is 
important that children learn the 
facts about Russia and “exercise 
objective thinking” about that 
country. 

The association published a re- 
port by its Committee on Inter- 
national Relations on a two-year 
survey of what American schools 
are doing to promote world-mind- 
edness. , 

The committee, headed by Ben 
M. Cherrington, director of the 
Social Science Foundation at the 
University of Denver, found that 
the schools are doing much good 
work in the right direction, but 
added: 

“School programs of education 
for international understanding 
tend to lack central focus and Cco- 
ordination. 

“Such programs tend to be 
superficial and out of date, for 
they are too largely concerned 
with mere descriptions of the 
world and its peoples as they 
were before 1939.”

he wants to forget toward

Each child differs from every 
other. Each is an experiment of 
Nature, each a challenge to teach- 
er and pareni. This child runs 
away from what we believe to be 
good for him because he does not 
accept it, does. not know how to 
use it. We try to hold him to the 
pattern we have set for him and 
exert the full power of our will 
and purpose upon him. Being a 
child and, therefore, weaker «in 
will and purpose—weaker because 
of his inexperience and his youth 
—he cannot stand the pressure 
and tries to escape.

WE GO after him and bring him 
back. We scold, threaten, coax 
and cajole; but he stands there 
silent, stubborn and unconvinced. 
We have ignored his signals of 
distress and have insisted upon 
his accepting what he has shown 
us he cannot accept, persisted in 
trying to make him do what he 
has clearly shown us he cannot 
do, and so repeated one more 
unit of the old pattern. 

There is no one program that 
will suit, that will meet the needs 
of any one child.

I FEEL that the people of the 
city should support it and not 
leave its support so largely to a 
restricted group of people. I 
don’t know how a wider appeal 
could be made. Just at present 
when the prices for the necessities 
of life are so high that even high 
Wages cannot cover the needs of 
a family, it is difficult to expect 
to create an interest in a much 
wider circle. For the sake of the 
Opera, however, in the future, 
some means should be devised by 
which as many individuals as 
possible will feel that this musie 
belongs to them and that they 
have a pride in keeping it going. 

I am glad that it was the ac- 
tion of the labor unions that made 
it possible to continue the opera 
next season and I hope some way 
can be worked out to create a 
pension system. I realize only too 
well that musicians and artists, 
like teachers, rarely get paid in 
a way which compensates for the 
long years of training that pre- 
cede their actual earning years 
and that those earning years are 
not likely to be so very long at 
their peak.

AND SPEAKING of teachers, I 
read with interest the other day 
Gen. Eisenhower’s remarks on the 
rather general statements which 
have been made that an investi- 
gation should be held of our 
schools and colleges to ascertain 
whether we have teachers who 
are subversive. The president of 
Columbia University feels appar- 


ently that such an investigation is 
totally unnecessary and might be 
dangerous, as it would certainly 
lead to less freedom of thought 
and speech. I think we have a 
right to expect our teachers to 
feel enough satisfaction and re- 
spect for the democratic way of 
life so that they will impart that 
to the young people in their class- 
rooms, 

This means, of course, that we 
must see that they really have 
conditions surrounding their work 
which make it an exciting adven- 
ture and not an education in self 
sacrificing. I sometimes wonder 
whether in the majority of cases 
teachers are given an important 
enough position, commensurate 
with their responsibility in our 
communities, and whether the sal- 
aries they are paid really show 
that we understand the impor- 
tance of the teacher in the lives of 
our children and in their potential 
influence on the development of 
our country.

To fill casserole: Alternate po- 
tatoes and apples, starting with 
potatoes. Save eight or nine apple 
slices for top. Arrange sausages 
in spoke on top of potatoes and 
line rim of casserole with apple. 
Bake 30 minutes, Serves four.

Hes an Actor Whos Long on Endurance 


Walter Burke, Now Appearing in 


‘Up in Central 


Park’ on Stage 


at Forest Park, Has Engaged in 


Record Number of Performances

I 


T takes more than a “Shure an’ begorrah” to make ‘an Irish accent 
and more than a single season to make a seasoned thespian, 
according to Walter Burke, successful specialist in both dra- 


matics and dialects. Burke, who already had ample experience in 
these dual talents, has been able to polish them up considerably 
in a record-breaking number of performances as Danny. O’Cahane, 
past mastér of broguery and roguery, in “Up in Central Park.” 


Barring hail and _ heatstroke, 
Burke, who clinched the title for 
the greatest number of individual 
performances in the long-running 
musical, will have rung up 1015 
performances when the curtain 
rings down on the end of the show 
and the end of the season at the 
Municipal Opera on Sunday night. 
This is three fewer than the total 
number of performances givén 
but quite close enough to cop the 
Oscar for endurance. 


“It’s a matter of pride with me,” 
Burke, a little, lithe man, with a 
Dewey brush mustache, admits, 
“but even more a matter of pride 
is the fact that I’ve never missed 
a performance. A_ contractural 
performance, I should add. The 
three I missed in this show oc- 
curred because my contract ran 
out and Equity says you can’t 
work without a contract. You 
either sign one immediately or get 
out of the show. I wanted a few 
days off, so I said, ‘Don’t write 
the contract for a couple of days,’ 
and the show played without me. 
It obviously will play without me 
from now on,” he said with a 
touch of regret at leaving an as- 
signment to which he’d given 
some of the best years of his life, 
“because next year it will be in the 
repertory of all the .stock opera 
companies. 

“This is long enough to play in 
any show, however,” he added. 
“The longer you're in it, the more 
you want to keep adding to those 
performances, but it’s not good for 
your career. They tell the story 
of one actor who stayed in ‘Abie’s 
Irish Rose’ four or five years and 
never did get another part. If 
you stay in anything that long, 
you’re as good as out of business.” 

Burke is still very much in 
business, nor has he been typed 
excessively for hig Irish charac- 


terization. FEarlier this season he 
played in “Auld Lang Syne,” in 
which he was a Scotsman, also 
with dialect, both of the tricks of 
tongue being the result of a child- 
hood spent in Ireland and Scot- 
land. 

“I learned them in self de- 
fense,” he explains. “I was born 
in New York but my parents 
came from Ireland and my father 
was a breeder of trotting horses 
with two farms, one in Ireland 
and one in Scotland. We traveled 
back and forth a lot and I went 
to school both places. Well, when 
you’re a kid in school you're a 
bit of a freak if you talk differ- 
ently. I suppose it’s the same 
here if a child from the North 
goes to a Southern school, but in 
Ireland, they’re a little more ro- 
bust about what they consider 
foreigners.” 
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AVING absorbed the dialect 

with natural youthful imita- 

tiveness, Burke has a diffi- 
eult time pointing out basic dif- 
ferences in Irish speech, and says 
that, in fact, there is no one Irish 
dialect but many dialects, some of 
them, the speech of the mountain 
men, for instance, being unintel- 
ligible to dwellers in other vicini- 
ties. Most Irish speech, he says, is 
as much a matter of lilt as pro- 
nounciation. 

“I've heard a lot of good dia- 
lects,” he said, “but as Mark 
Twain used to say, ‘The music 
was sadly lacking.’” 

Burke’s indoctrination to show 
business was accomplished with 
the easy acceptance of childhood. 
It was on a return trip to New 
York, when his younger sister 
had gotten a child’s part in “The 
Red Clock,” one of Joe Cook’s 
first shows. Burke’s mother took 
him to see a rehearsal one after-

noon and it happened to. be the 
crucial afternoon -that they dis- 
covered his sister was under age 
according to child labor laws. 

“It just so happened,” he re- 
lates, “that Cook had been sitting 
out front having a lot of fun with 
me all afternoon. When he found 
out my sister couldn’t be in the 
show, he asked if I was old 
enough. I was, so they tried me 
out for a part and that’s how I 
got into show business.” 

In traditional show business 
fashion, the treasurer of that 
show absconded with the funds 
while they were on the road, the

company was stranded, and Burke, 
by the time he returned, was a 
confirmed trouper. Last fall he 
celebrated his thirtieth year as an 
actor and like women of the same 
age is no longer celebrating anni- 
versaries. 

“T’ll probably continue to date 
myself, though, by admitting I 
was in the movie, ‘All Quiet on 
the Western Front’,” he said. “I 
played the kid who lost his legs. 
It was a big dramatic thing, very 
hysterical.” 

Of more recent vintage, Burke 
was in the movie, “The Naked 
City.” Among his most recent 


Plays prior to “Up in Central 
Park,” were “Under This Roof,” 
“The Eve of St. Mark,” and the 
June Havoc revival of “Sadie 
Thompson.” In his plus-30 years, 
the flops have far outnumbered 
the hits as they do with most per- 
formers. 

“It’s not like the days “when 
actors with a great personal fol- 
lowing, like Otis Skinner, could 
take any show out and run it for 
a year or two. Today you open in 
New York and it doesn’t make 
any difference who you are, if 
the critics don’t like it, it doesn’t

philosophized. “Back in the days 
of George M. Cohan and William 
Hodge, they used to take the 
script of a show, rehearse it, then 
go on the road and keep it out 
from three months to a year and 
a half. In that time you could fix 
up any script so that it was a 
good show, with the benefit of re- 
action from the critics and the- 
atergoers, Nowadays they go into 
rehearsal for four weeks with 
maybe two weeks on _ the 
road, and it’s purely a gamble 
when the show opens to New 
York, It may be a hit or a miss. 
There’s no constructive effort to 
take the creation of a writer and 
bring it to full bloom.” 

Burke, who spends his personal 
hours on a farm in the Pocono 
mountains in Pennsylvania, with 
his wife and baby daughter (who 
recently cut a new tooth), has an 
ambition to do a single act, a col- 
lection of characters in the style 
of Sheila Barrett, but has had 
more trouble getting prospective 
material than prospective book- 
ings. Instead, he’ll probably go 
into another show this fall and 
hope that its success rivals that 
of “Up in Central Park.” 

“This show was my longest per- 
formance,” he said. “My shortest 
was one, It was a show called 
‘Not in Our Stars,’ and to my 
great surprise, at the end of the 
season, I found I had made the 
list gf best performances by my 
one appearance.” 

We remarked that this record of 
non-misses must indicate exuber- 
ant, robust health, and no pre- 
dilection to laryngitis. 

“Oh, laryngitis isn’t such a prob- 
lem,” he said. “You can always 
mouse around near a microphone 
and be heard. It’s not my good 
health that accounts for my rec- 
ord, but my natural hamminess. 
I always remember the advice of 
an older actor early in my show 
business career—Never let the un- 
derstudy go on. He might be bet- 
ter than you.’”

WHY “CALYPSO”? 


OR two or three years my 

readers have been urging me 

to explain the term calypso as 
used to describe the impromptu 
songs of the Trinidad natives. 

Is there any connection between 
the songs and Calypso, the sea 
nymph? Odysseus (Homer's 
Odyssey) became so enamored of 
her that for seven Jong years he 
remained with her on the island 
of Ogygia, despite the fact that 
his patient aad faithful wife, Pe- 
nelope, awaited his return from 
the Trojan war. 

There is no connection. 

The best account I have found 
of Calypso singing is in a small 
book, “The Land ef the Calypso,” 
sent to me from Trinidad by the 
authors, Espinet and Pitts. 

The book mentions various 
theories as to the origin of the 
term calypso. “All (authorities). 
are agreed that the word calypso 
is a misnomer=—the result of some 
Philologist giving an Anglo-Saxon 
spelling to the name applied to 
this folk song.” 

Some of the theories are: 
Calypso is a corruption of the 
French word carrousel. The song 
is of African origin and takes its 
name from an African dialect 
word “Kai-so,” meaning “bravo!” 
The word originated from the 
French carrousseaux, “festivities,” 
which became changed thus: calis- 
seaux; Caliso; calyso; calypso. 

The book observes, “As far as 
our research goes we are satisfied 
that calypso is a derivative of 
some French word; but it must 
always remain a matter for con- 
jecture and theorizing.” 
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“Even though with rare excep- 
tions the professiqnal (calypso 
singer) stands on the lowest rungs 
of society’s ladder, he lives like a 
veritable little Caesar in his own 
community, admired and favored, 
especially by women. Except for 
his singing, he does very little 
work the year round, saving all 
his energy for the two hectic days 
of the Carnival, and for the five 
or six-week period of practices 
preceding the festival.” 

In Port-of-Spain, the capital 
city, the singing of the calypsos is 
held during the Carnival. The 
calypso sessions are held in 
crowded “tents,” i.e., rough, tem- 
porary constructions of corrugated 
iron thatched with palm leaves.
